spoke  first  on  growth.  “Growth  is  a 
process  —  never  something  fully  and 
finally  achieved,”  she  said. 

Continual  growth 
She  said  Mormons  are  expected  to 
grow  continually,  and  that  this  must 
be  done  one  step  at  a  time.  She  said 
this  concept  was  important  because 
“only  God’s  children  have  the  capacity 
to  direct  their  own  growth.” 

Following  President  Young,  Presi¬ 
dent  Cannon  spoke  on  adversity. 
“The  daily  work  of  the  Lord  is  to 
change  hopeless  into  hopeful.  ” 

She  explained  that  adversity  was 
an  important  part  of  the  gospel  plan 
because  God  knows  who  He  can  trust. 


She  also  said  that  well-handled 
adversity  increases  compassion,  and 
brings  people  closer  to  God. 

President  Smith  spoke  on,  diversi¬ 
ty,  in  a  talk  titled  “Hearts  So  Simi¬ 
lar.”  She  said  each  Mormon  woman 
has  unique  talents,  but  they  share  a 
“oneness  of  faith.” 

Practice  principles 

President  Smith  said  Mormon 
women  could  increase  this  “oneness” 
by  practicing  nine  principles.  These 
were:  knowing  the  dignity  of  God, 
witnessing  that  He  lives,  working  one 
step  at  a  time,  praying  often,  striving 
to  live  righteously  and  to  not  judge 
others,  sharing  religious  knowledge 
with  others,  understanding  others, 
striving  for  excellence  in  all  things, 


and  being  unselfish. 

Elder  Petersen  spoke  on  the  im¬ 
portance  of  women  in  the  gospel  plan. 
He  cited  examples  of  important 
women  throughout  religious  history, 
including  the  Virgin  Mary,  Mary 
Magdalene,  Lucy  Mack  Smith  and 
Emma  Smith.  He  also  said  today’s 
women  should  follow  these  examples. 

“LDS  girls  and  women  should 
stand  up  and  be  counted  for  Him  and 
never  cross  over  to  the  other  side,”  he 
added. 

Besides  citing  women  as  examples, 
Elder  Petersen  listed  several  of  Jesus 
Christ’s  attributes  that  people  Should 
strive  to  attain.  Among  these  were 
love,  kindness,  chastity,  fairness,  for¬ 
giveness  and  honesty.

Wilson  said  the  difficult  thing  was  getting  into 
the  program. 

“I  had  to  apply  two  times  to  get  accepted,  and  I 
had  several  friends  who  never  could  get  in,”  she 
said.  “The  board  is  very  selective  in  its  screening, 
and  we  had  no  idea  it  would  be  so  difficult.” 

Rasmussen  said  each  application  is  reviewed  by 
an  admissions  committee  composed  of  three  faculty 
members,  and  this  committee  makes  the  final  deci¬ 
sion  whether  to  accept  an  application. 

Nora  Hess,  a  university-studies  graduate  from 
Orem,  said  she  had  a  hard  time  getting  into  the 
program,  but  had  no  real  problem  going  through  it. 

“My  emphasis  in  university  studies  was  music 
and  math  with  a  combination  of  English  and  his¬ 
tory,”  she  said.  “I  now  teach  private  piano  lessons 
and  I  also  teach  math  at  the  Utah  Technical  Col¬ 
lege.” 

Hess  said  she  felt  she  had  a  good  program  in 
college,  but  that  it  may  not  be  a  good  program  for 
students  who  won’t  apply  their  studies  after  gra¬ 
duation.  She  said  she  felt  university  studies  would 
best  suit  the  student  who  planned  to  go  on  to  gradu¬ 
ate  school. 

Gigi  Arrington,  a  dance  instructor  at  BYU  and  a 
university  studies  graduate  from  Provo,  felt  she 
benefited  from  her  program. 

“University  studies  was  good  for  me  because  I 
wanted  to  do  graduate  work  in  dance  history  and 
was  able  to  get  some  undergraduate  history  also.  A 
straight  dance  major  wouldn’t  have  given  me  what 
I  needed,”  she  said. 

Arrington  said  after  graduating  from  BYU,  she 
went  to  a  dance  school  at  Florida  State  University. 
After  studying  performance  for  a  year,  she  danced 
professionally  for  two  years  then  moved  back  to 
BYU,  where  she  now  teaches  modem  dance. 

Wilson  said  the  university  studies  program  is 
designed  so  students  may  not  enter  during  their 
senior  year  and  hope  to  arrange  a  program  for  a 
quick  graduation  on  already  complete  credits. 

“To  be  admitted  to  the  program,  students  should 
have  completed  30  or  more  hours  with  a  grade  point 
average  of  at  least  2.0.  After  admission,  students 
are  expected  to  complete  64  more  hours,”  he  said.

Inflation  hurts  local  builders

examining  the  national  building  slump  and  its  impact  on  local 
builders  and  would-be  home  buyers.  Today’s  story  deals  with 
the  problems  local  builders  are  facing  to  stay  in  business:

The  Great  American  Dream  has  turned  into  a 
nightmare  for  local  builders. 

With  spiraling  inflation  and  a  marked  decrease 
in  the  number  of  homes  being  built,  home-builders 
in  Utah  Valley  are  facing  a  serious  shortage  of 
work.  For  example: 

—  Robert  N.  Alreid,  a  subcontractor  living  in 
Orem,  was  forced  to  give  up  his  10-year-old 
masonry  business  and  take  a  job  as  a  respiratory 
therapist  at  Utah  Valley  Hospital  in  April  1980. 

—  A  3-year-old  construction  company  in  Orem, 
which  hired  12  directrlabor  employees  three  years 
ago,  now  employs  only  one  direct-labor  employee. 

—  Kim  Groneman,  vice  president  of  a  Provo 
commercial  construction  company,  whose  father, 
grandfather  and  great-grandfather  were  all  in  the 
construction  business,  says  increasingly  tough 
competition  for  commercial  jobs  has  caused  him  to 
bid  on  jobs  that  are  farther  away  and  “offbeat,” 
such  as  drilling  holes  in  the  bottom  of  the  Glen 
Canyon  Dam  to  put  in  piping. 

—  Membership  in  the  Utah  Valley  Home  Buil¬ 
ders  Association  has  declined  by  50  percent  among 
subcontractors  and  25  percent  among  contractors. 

—  And  the  number  of  building  permits  issued  in 
Provo,  Orem  and  Springville,  a  reliable  indicator 
of  local  building  activity  according  to  officers  of  the 
Home  Builders  Association,  has  declined  steadily 
since  1978. 

Local  builders  blame  the  recession  on  high  in¬ 
terest  rates,  which  hit  19  percent  for  conventional, 
mortgage  loans  last  August,  and  overbuilding  in 
the  early  ’70s. 

“The  turndown  started  in  the  last  quarter  of 


1978,”  says  Ernest  Dean,  executive  officer  of  the 
Utah  Valley  Home  Builders  Association.  “And  it’s 
gotten  worse  ever  since.” 

According  to  Alreid,  1977  was  a  boom  year  — 
his  best.  But  in  1978  he  began  to  feel  the  pinch,  and 
in  1979  he  completed  work  on  several  jobs  but  was 
unable  to  collect  payment  for  his  work. 

“I  femember  in  1979  a  fellow  subcontractor  tell¬ 
ing  me,  ‘This  is  the  year  when  you  want  to  watch 
everything  you  do,’  ”  Alreid  says.  “And  that  was 
the  year  I  bit  the  dust.” 

According  to  Steve  Densley,  vice  president  of 
the  Utah  Valley  Home  Builders  Association,  over¬ 
building  in  Utah  Valley  was  rampant  in  the  early 
’70s.  _

“A  lot  of  contractors  were  building  for  BYU 
couples  and  retirees  who  wanted  to  come  to  Happy 
Valley,”  he  said.  “When  interest  rates  jumped, 
BYU  kids  no  longer  could  qualify  for  loans.” 

As  the  Reagan  administration  began  to  slash 
government  programs  such  as  the  FHA  235  loans 
fop  low-income  families,  money  became  tighter 
still  and  residential  building  began  to  slack  off. 

In  Orem,  the  number  of  residential  building  per¬ 
mits  issued  declined  steadily  from  842  in  1978  to 
113  in  November  of  1981,  a  decrease  of  86:6  per¬ 
cent. 

.  As  a  result,  many  builders  have  moved  to  less 
depressed  areas  or  have  given  up  and  gone  into 
other  trades. 

According  to  Densley,  it’s  hard  to  pin  down  the 
number  of  builders  out  of  work  because  most  buil¬ 
ders  are  not  eligible  for  federal  unemployment 
compensation,  which  means  the  government 


doesn’t  keep  track  of  them. 

“A  lot  of  newspaper  accounts  are  misleading,” 
he  says.  “They  may  say  ‘activity  in  the  building 
industry  is  up  10  percent  this  month.’  This  sounds 
good,  but  in  reality  it  may  still  mean  the  number  of 
builders  in  business  is  down  500  from  last  year.” 

Construction  is  traditionally  a  “boom  or  bust,” 
industry,  says  Alreid,  but  in  the  past  when  things 
got  tight,  new  jobs  provided  money  to  cover  old 
bills. 

“I  have  been  through  this  cycle  before,”  he  says, 
“but  before  there  have  been  other  jobs  to  make  it 
up.” 

One  protection  a  builder  has  is  the  right  of  lien, 
which  attaches  to  the  house  a  legal  responsibility 
to  pay  off  debts  incurred  during  construction.  But, 
according  to  Alreid,  this  is  no  sure  protection  be¬ 
cause  an  owner  cannot  be  forced  to  pay  until  he 
intends  to  sell  the  house — which  may  be  as  long  as 
15  or  20  years. 

“I’ve  been  to  three  lawyers  with  the  appropriate 
statements  and  documents,”  he  says.  “They  all 
told  me  to  forget  it  because  I  would  spend  more 
money  trying  to  get  my  money  than  it  would  be 
worth.” 

Zoning  restrictions  in  Utah  Valley  have  added 
to  builders’  headaches,  according  to  Wesley  Wil¬ 
son,  executive  vice  president  of  a  local  develop¬ 
ment  company. 

“For  example,  we  have  a  basic  plan  of  a  small  24 
by  36  foot,  two-bedroom  home,  with  a  single  bath, 
an  adequate  kitchen/dining  room  and  full  base¬ 
ment,”  he  says.  “We  had  to  get  special  exceptions 
to  build  this  home  in  Orem. 

“A  short  time  later  we  wanted  to  build  a  small 
Cape  Cod  home  similar  to  this.  In  March  or  April 
1981  we  went  before  the  Orem  Planning  and  Zon¬ 
ing  Commission  and  the  Orem  City  Council.

Dinosaur  bones  must  'move'  \

One  hundred  tons  of 
dinosaur  bones  must  be 
moved  because  of  the 
football  stadium  expan¬ 
sion. 

The  plaster-encased 
bone  collection  has  been 
stored  under  the  sta¬ 
dium  —  and  the  collec¬ 
tion  added  to  —  for  ab¬ 
out  seven  years. 

The  collection  is 
valued  at  $27  million, 
according  to  Jim  Jensen, 
better  known  as  Dino¬ 
saur  Jim,  the  curator  of 
the  Geology  Museum. 

Monetary  value 

“But  you  can’t  put  a 
monetary  value  on 
something  like  that,” 
Jensen  said.  “It’s  im¬ 
possible.” 

He  said  he  doesn’t 
know  where  the  bones, 
will  be  resettled. 

“They  have  to  be 
moved  because  they  are 
building  exits  and  entr¬ 
ances  in  that  area,”  he 
said.  Thus  far,  the  plas¬ 
ter  blocks  have  not  been 


disturbed. 

The  collection  — 
which  includes 
thousands  of  plaster 
blocks,  each  individual 
block  weighing  as  much 
as  three  tons  —  is  a  re¬ 
sult  of  “seven  years  of 
hard,  sweaty  work,”  he 
said. 

Letters 

According  to  Jensen, 
“The  country’s  leading 
insitutions  that  have 
large  dinosaur  collec¬ 
tions  have  written  let¬ 
ters  of  support  and  eva¬ 
luation  to  the  adminis¬ 
tration.” 

He  said  the  letters 
from  Harvard,  Yale, 
Princeton,  and  the 
Smithsonian  Institution 
reaffirm  the  value  of  the 
collection  to  the  scien¬ 
tific  community  and  ex¬ 
press  concern  that  great 
care  be  taken  in  moving 
the  bones. 

Colorado  quarry 

The  plaster  blocks 
house  bones  excavated 
by  Jensen  from  Dry 


Mesa  Quarry  in  Col¬ 
orado. 

This  quarry  yielded 
Dinosaur  Jim’s  famous 
“Supersaurus,”  the 
largest  dinosaur  ever 
discovered,  he  said. 

Jensen  said  that  he 
had  also  found  signifi¬ 
cant  bird  fossils  that 
have  caused  the  scien¬ 
tific  community  to  take 
another  look  at  the  link 
between  reptiles  and 
birds. 

The  Dry  Mesa  Quar¬ 
ry,  Jensen  said,  con¬ 
tinues  to  yield  a  great 
variety  of  creatures  that 
are  unique  to  that 
quarry. 

More  fossils 

Hopefully,  more  bird 
fossils  are  encased  in  the 
plaster  blocks  and  re¬ 
main  to  be  documented, 
he  said. 

Jensen  said  he  had 
planned  to  make  his  final 
trip  to  the  site  last  sum¬ 
mer,  but  under  some  of 
the  bones  he  removed, 
he  spotted  another  large 
bone. 


He  now  plans  to  re¬ 
turn  to  Colorado  this 
summer.  The  new  bones 
he  excavates  will  join 
the  existing  collection — 
wherever  it  is  by  then. 

The  work  on  the  col¬ 
lection  has  moved 
slowly. 

“I  wish  I  could  live  un¬ 
til  I’m  150  years  old  to 
see  it  finished,”  he  said. 

Inadequate  funding 

Jensen  said  that  be¬ 
cause  of  inadequate 
funding,  he  can’t  hire 
the  help  he  needs. 

For  example,  he  said 
he  has  only  one  man  to 
assist  him  in  putting  the 
“Supersaurus”  dinosaur 
together. 

After  20  years  of 
trying,  Jensen  said  he 
doesn’t  have  a  museum 
to  put  his  dinosaurs  in 
once  they  are  mounted 
because  of  lack  of 
funding. 

Jensen’s  workshop 
and  dinosaur  display  are 
now  located  in  the  Ossu¬ 
ary  building  across  from 
the  stadium. 

Brings  publicity 

“Dinosaurs  bring 
more  publicity  to  BYU 
than  any  other  thing,” 
said  the  world- 
renowned  paleonto¬ 
logist. 

Jensen  and  his  dino¬ 
saurs  were  the  cover 
story  for  a  recent  issue 


of  the  New  York  Times 
magazine.  His  story  has 
also  appeared  in  Read¬ 
er’s  Digest. 

“People  in  high  places 
in  the  church  are 
pleased  with  the  public¬ 
ity,”  he  said. 

He  said  the  interna¬ 
tional  publicity  on  his 
dinosaurs  sparks  in¬ 
terest  in  the  church.

RIVERSIDE,  Calif.  -  The  BYU 
Cougars  took  second  in  the  Riverside 
,  National  baseball  tournament  after 
"being  skunked  by  Oral  Roberts  12-4 
in  the  championship  game  Saturday 
night. 

BYU  coach  Gary  Pullins  called  the 
tournament  “the  best  pre-season 
tournament  in  the  nation,”  but  added, 
“We  played  our  worst  defensive  game 
of  the  season  against  Oral  Roberts.” 

Todd  Moriarty,  the  starting  pitcher 
for  the  Cats  in  the  championship 
game,  gave  up  six  hits  before  he  was 
pulled  in  the  first  inning  . 


From  that  point  on,  BYU  couldn’t 
get  its  game  together.

For  the  first  time  in  more  than  six  years,  the 
nationally  ranked  BYU  men’s  volleyball  team  lost  a 
bout  with  the  University  of  Southern  California. 

Before  more  than  1,000  fans  in  the  Smith  Field- 
house  on  Friday  evening,  the  Cats  lost  to  the  Tro¬ 
jans  2-15,  15-12,  8-15  and  14-16. 

The  Trojans,  ranked  second  in  the  NCAA,  took 
the  lead  in  the  first  set,  8-2,  and  held  the  third- 
ranked  Cougars  scoreless  for  the  rest  of  the  set. 

The  Cougars  came  alive  in  the  second  set  and 
capitalizing  on  Trojan  errors  took  an  early  four- 
point  lead.  USC  continued  to  lapse  into  dry  spells 
with  line  violations  and  missed  serves  and  spikes. 

BYU  began  to  cover  the  court  and  respond  quick¬ 
er  to  the  offense  of  USC.  A  series  of  spikes,  by 
BYU’s  player-coach  Mashallah  Farokmanesh 
stumped  the  Trojans,  and  BYU  finished  the  set 
with  a  15-12  victory. 

USC  jumped  to  a  5-0  lead  in  the  third  set.  An 
outside  dink  by  BYU’s  Tom  Peterson  brought  the 
serve  to  BYU,  and  the  Cougars  evened  up  the 
score.  Errors  by  BYU  gave  USC  an  8-7  lead. 

The  Cats  failed  to  pull  their  offense  together  and 
lost  the  set  8-15.  , 

Action  in  the  final  set  was  characterized  by  offen¬ 
sive  rallies  and  tight  team  play  by  both  squads. 

The  game  inched  along  point-by-point  with  BYU 
finally  taking  an  11-7  lead  by  playing  offensive 
strategy  that  caught  U  SC  off  guard  and  flat-footed. 

BYU  played  its  best  defense  of  the  night  and 
continued  to  a  14-9  lead.  But  failure  by  the  Cougars 
to  pick  up  a  USC  spike  off  a  short  set  gave  the  serve 
and  the  momentum  to  the  Trojans. 

The  Cougars  were  unable  to  get  their  spikes  past 
the  USC  blockers.  This,  coupled  with  critical 
errors,  brought  BYU  to  a  final  set  score  of  14-16. 

USC  coach  Scott  Sollee  was  quite  impressed  with 
the  tough  play  of  the  Cougars. 

“If  the  Cougars  were  in  the  CIVA  (California 
Intercollegiate  Volleyball  Association)  there  would 
be  no  doubt  this  BYU  team  would  give  ourselves 
and  UCLA  a  run  for  the  money.  They  (BYU)  could 
very  well  go  to  the  NCAA  national  cham¬ 
pionships,”  Sollee  said. 

Farokmanesh  said  the  Cougars’  difficulties  came 
in  their  inability  to  pass  the  ball. 

“We  have  only  had  a  few  weeks  to  practice 
together  because  of  losing  some  players.  We  are  a 
better  team  than  we  were,  because  we  played  one 
of  the  best  teams  in  the  nation,”  Farokmanesh  said. 


NEW  ORLEANS 
(AP)  -  Georgetown  par¬ 
layed  the  finesse  of  Eric 
Smith  and  the  power  of 
Patrick  Ewing  into  a  50- 
46  victory  over  Louisvil¬ 
le  in  the  semi-finals  of 
the  NCAA  Basketball 
Championships  Satur¬ 
day,  giving  the  Hoyas 
their  first  chance  at  a 
national  title  since  1943. 

Smith,  carrying  much 
of  the  offensive  load  for 
foul-troubled  Eric 
“Sleepy”  Floyd,  scored 
eight  straight  George¬ 
town  points  in  a  14-4  run 
that  erased  a  one-point 
deficit  and  produced  a 
nine-point  lead. 

The  victory  earned 
Georgetown  the  right  to 
meet  top-ranked  North 
Carolina  Monday  night 
for  the  national  cham¬ 
pionship.  In  its  only 
other  appearance  in  the 
Final  Four,  Georgetown 
lost  to  Wyoming  51-43  in 
the  1943  title  game. 

Battling  Louisville  all 
the  way,  the  Hoyas  in¬ 
timidated  the  Cardinals 
inside,  with  the  7-foot 
freshman  Ewing  block¬ 
ing  shots,  causing  tur¬ 
novers  and  harrying 
shooters. 

The  Cardinals, 
national  champions  in 
1980,  trailed  by  only  24- 
32  at  the  half.  They  out- 
scored  Georgetown  8-5 
in  the  first  4:03  of  the 
second  half,  twice  tak¬ 
ing  one-point  leads,  the 
final  time  on  a  16-foot 
baseline  shot  by  Wiley 
Brown  that  made  it  30- 
29  with  15:57  left  to 
play. 


That’s  when  George¬ 
town  exploded.  Floyd, 
Georgetown's  All- 
American  guard, 
started  it  with  a  pair  of 
free  throws  and  Ewing 
added  a  layup  on  a  feed 
from  Fred  Brown. 

Then  Smith  took 
over.  He  scored  two 
baskets  before  Floyd 
picked  up  his  fourth  per¬ 
sonal  foul,  forcing  him  to 
the  bench. 

The  loss  prevented 
Houston  coach  Guy 
Lewis  from  registering 
the  500th  victory  of  his 
26-year  career  as  the 
Cougars’  mentor.  Hous¬ 
ton  ended  the  season 
with  a  25-8  record. 

The  game  was  played 
before  an  estimated 
crowd  of  61,000  at  the 
Superdome,  setting  an 
NCAA  record.

Though  she  plays  a  symphony  in¬ 
strument,  her  musical  tastes  are  not 
limited  to  the  classics.  “I  love  all  types 
of  music,  from  classical  to  rock  ’n’  roll.

Berlin  says  she  loves  the  French 
horri  and  the  sound  she  gets  from  it.

FORT  COLLINS, 
Colo.  (AP)  —  Police 
wanted  to  send  under¬ 
cover  agents  to  school  as 
a  way  of  snaring  drug 
abusers  —  but  the 
school  board  said  no.  So 
instead,  officers  in  dis¬ 
guise  will  begin  prowl¬ 
ing  parking  lots  and 
parks  outside  the  city’s 
three  high  schools. 

“We  can’t  sit  and  wait 
until  the  school  board 
and  school  administra¬ 
tion  decide  to  attack  the 
problem,”  Police  Chief 
Ralph  Smith  said 
Wednesday.  “We  still 
have  to  do  our  job.” 

School  board  mem¬ 
bers  voted  6-1  Monday 
night,  after  hearing 
testimony  from  more 
than  50  parents,  stu¬ 
dents  and  teachers, 
against  a  parents’  advis¬ 
ory  committee  proposal 
to  allow  officers  inside 
the  schools. 

"We  would  like  to  en¬ 
roll  the  officer  as  a  stu¬ 
dent  to  give  him  a  base 
of  operation,”  Smith 
said.  “We  would  like  to' 
do  it  with  their  help  and 
cooperation.” 

Without  school  coop¬ 
eration,  Smith  said, 
“We’ll  work  the  parking 
lots,  a  park  across  from 
the  school.  We’ll  do  it  on 
our  own.” 

,  Don  Webber,  school 
superintendent,  said  he 
is  aware  the  police  can 
come  into  schools  with¬ 
out  board  permission. 

.  “But  it  is  a  struggle  as 
to  how  much  the  board 
cooperates  in  the  pro¬ 
cess,”  Webber  said.  “It 
doesn’t  affect  the  basic 
issue,  but  there  is  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  what  kind  of  a  role 
we  will  play.” 


52%  say 
'no'  to 
Reagan 
in  1984 

NEW  YORK  (AP)  — 
Americans  don’t  want 
President  Reagan  to 
seek  a  second  term, 
according  to  the  major¬ 
ity  of  those  questioned 
for  a  Time  magazine  poll 
released  Saturday. 

Thirty-seven  percent 
of  those  responding  said 
they  hoped  Reagan 
would  run  again,  while 
52  percent  said  they 
hoped  he  would  not. 

“Public  confidence  in 
his  handling  of  the  eco¬ 
nomy  is  draining  away 
because  of  worries  ab¬ 
out  recession  and  unem¬ 
ployment,”  the  maga¬ 
zine  said  in  its  issue  for 
publication  Monday. 
“Support  for  his  foreign 
policy  is  diminishing 
amid  growing  fears  ab¬ 
out  a  nuclear  war  and 
U.S.  intentions  in  Cen¬ 
tral  America.” 

The  magazine  has  a 
margin  error  of  3  per¬ 
centage  points  either 
way,  the  magazine  said. 

Senate 
panel 
blocks 
MX  fund 

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — A  Senate  panel’s 
move  to  block  $2  million 
for  production  of  the  MX 
missile  will  help  ensure 
that  it  is  deployed  as 
soon  as  possible  in  a 
“survivable”  basing  sys¬ 
tem,  Sen.  John  Tower, 
R-Texas,  said 
Thursday. 

The  move  reflected 
strong  congressional 
opposition  to  the 
Reagan  administra¬ 
tion’s  plan  to  base  the 
first  40  MX  missiles  in 
existing  Minuteman 
silos  —  considered 
vulnerable  to  a  Soviet 
first  strike  —  until  a 
permanent  basing  sys¬ 
tem  is  developed. 

Asked  what  kind  of 
permanent  basing  plan 
he  would  prefer  for  the 
MX,  Tower  replied  that 
“we’re  going  to  have  to 
go  to  some  kind  of  de¬ 
ceptive  basing  mode, 
with  a  ballistic  missile 
defense  overlay.” 

This  apparently 
would  involve  shuttling 
the  missiles  among  mul¬ 
tiple  silos  or  shelters  — 
a  variation  of  the  “racet¬ 
rack”  scheme  advocated 
by  the  Carter  adminis¬ 
tration  but  opposed  by 
Reagan.

“I  really  liked  the  feel¬ 
ing  alcohol  gave  me.  It 
reduced  my  inhibitions 
and  made  me  more  con¬ 
fident  with  girls.  I 
started  to  take  pride  in 
the  fact  that  I  was  a  very 
good  drinker,”  Welch 
said. 

Welch  was  drafted  by 
the  Chicago  Cubs  out  of 
high  school,  but  he  chose 
instead  to  go  to  college 
at  Eastern  Michigan 
University.  It  was  then 
Welch  said  his  drinking 
problem  really  became 
apparent. 

“I  wanted  to  show  all 
the  guys  at  college  I  was 
one  of  them,-  and  the 
best  way  I  thought  I 
could  do  that  was  to  go 
out  and  drink  with 
them,”  Welch  said.  . 


After  his  first  season 
at  EMU,  Welch  was  in¬ 
vited  to  go  with  some  of 
the  premier  college 
baseball  players  in  the 
country  to  play  baseball 
in  Japan.  “We  were 
gone  17  days,  and  16  of 
them  I  was  drunk,” 
Welch  said. 

In  1977  Welch  was 
drafted  by  the  Los 
Angeles  Dodgers. 
“Thank  God  I  was 
drafted  by  the  Dod¬ 
gers,”  Welch  said.  “If  I 
hadn’t  been,  I  don’t 
know  where  I,  or  my  re¬ 
lationship  with  my  fami¬ 
ly,  would  be  right  now.” 
Alcohol 

Welch  explained  the 
Dodgers  had  an  alcoho¬ 
lic  rehabilitation  prog¬ 
ram  that  helped  him  quit 
drinking — but  not  right 
away. 

In  1978,  after  spend¬ 
ing  his  entire  first  sea¬ 
son  and  most  of  his 
second  with  the  Dodger 
organization  on  a  farm 
club,  Welch  was  called 
up  to  the  majors. 

Within  four  days  of 
his  joining  the  Dodger 
pitching  staff,  he  had 
one  save  and  one  win  to 
his  credit.  Both  were 
key  victories  that 
moved  the  Dodgers  into

At  an  “alcoholism  in 
sports”  workshop  in  Salt 
Lake  City  recently, 
Welch  told  an  enthusias¬ 
tic  audience  that  alcohol 
had  caused  problems  in 
his  life,  but  overcoming 
the  problem  had  become 
a  blessing,  bringing  him 
closer  to  his  family  and 
helping  him  feel  better 
about  himself. 

Welch  said,  “I  am  a 
world  champion  —  but 
more  important,  I  am 
sober  —  which  feels 
great.” 

Welch  said  his  alco¬ 
holism  began  when  he 
was  15  years  old. 

Drink 

“The  first  time  I 
started  drinking  there 
were  problems.  I 
bought  a  bottle  of 
Mogan  David  wine  one 
weekend  and  went  to 
the  football  game  with 
some  friends,”  he  said. 

“When  I  finished  that 
first  bottle,  I  threw  it 
through  a  car  window.” 

Welch  said  this  inci¬ 
dent  was  a  warning  that 
he  could  become  a  prob¬ 
lem  drinker. 

“People  give  off  signs 
when  they  are  becoming 
alcoholics.  Others  need 
to  be  aware  of  these 
signs  so  they  ean  help 
the  alcoholics  realize 
they  have  a  problem,” 
Welch  said. 

Because  members  of 
his  family  had  always 
been  social  drinkers, 
Welch  had  come  to 
associate  good  times 
with  alcohol  even  before 
he  took  his  first  drink. 

He  said  at  15  he  de¬ 
cided  it  was  time  for  him 
to  “enjoy”  some  of  the 
same  pleasures  that  old¬ 
er  members  of  his  family 
experienced. 

Confident 


first  place  in  their  divi¬ 
sion. 

He  also  had  an  impor¬ 
tant  save  in  the  1978 
World  Series. 

Bad  year 

1979  was  a  bad  year 
for  Welch.  He  hurt  his 
arm  and  didn’t  see  much 
action,  but  he  said  the 
worst  part  was  he  con¬ 
tinued  to  drink  heavily. 

At  the  end  of  that  sea- 
son  Welch  realized 
something  had  to  be 
done  about  his  drinking. 

“For  the  first  time  in 
my  life  I  honestly  tried 
to  quit .  .  .  but  I  couldn’t 
do  it,”  Welch  said. 

The  Dodgers  told 
Welch  he  could  either 
join  Alcoholics  Anony¬ 
mous  of  go  to  a  treat¬ 
ment  center  in  Arizona. 

He  chose  the  latter. 

“That  was  the 
greatest  thing  I  have 
ever  done.  None  of  my 
other  accomplishments

are  as  satisfying  as 
knowing  I  took  the  time

Changed 

He  said  the  experi¬ 
ence  changed  his  own 
and  his  family’s  lives. 

Welch  said  he  feels 
good  about  himself  now, 
and  he  sees  his  alcohol¬ 
ism  as  a  blessing. 

“I  can  see  that  others 
have  been  helped  be¬ 
cause  of  my  disease,” 
Welch  said.  “My  old  col¬ 
lege  coach  now  has  two , 
players  in  A. A.” 
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
